As shown in the sworn testimony, 
Bismarck is now three years old and 
has made the progress there narrated» 
and much more, toward building up a 
city, but none own the land upon which 
they have built. The people claim it 
under the townsite law and a corpora­ 
tion claims it under the same act, 
while several persons claim it under the 
pre-emption 
laws. 
Meanwhile 
the 
own has grown to an incorporated 
city, polling upward of 390 votes, to be 
nearly exact, and having upward of 250 
buildings, for all purposes, with twenty 
or thirty more under course of construe 
tion. 
From present indications it seems 
the people through their agents and at­ 
torneys have consented to act with the 
townsite company as against the pre- 
emptors, recognizing the fact that hav­ 
ing proven that the property is used 
for townsite. purposes and was before 
any pre-emptor occupied., it, therefor® 
not subject to entry for agricultural 
purposes, it must be entered under the 
townsite act, and it then becomes only 
a question of law whether the corporate 
authorities are entitled to it; or the ad 
verse tqwnsite claimants, and in the 
event of a decision in favor of the cor­ 
porate authorities, it becomes one of 
policy as to the treatment they will ex­ 
tend to the railroad company,which is, 
after all, the party having the greatest 
interests at stake. 
The bitterness heretofore existing be 
tween some of the parties and toward 
at least one of them, seems to have 
died out and all, excepting, perhaps, 
three or foui of the pre-emptors, are 
disposed to work together geod^.naturr 
edly for the public good, regardless of 
the past. 
To-day the indications point to an 
early and satisfactory ending of the 
difficulty, the interests of all parlies 
being protected.

Ask any citton householder 
and he will tell you that the chiefest 
items of expense are in providing and 
keeping in repair a house, or in lieu of 
that, house rent, paying taxes and pro- 
viding fuel. An officer is burdened with 
none of these. “Fuel and quarters” are 
added to his pay. Furthermore, com­ 
missary supplies arc furnished to.eom- 
niissioned officers at something less 
than the originai cost, thus redueing 
th.e.cost of liviog;added tp tbis^he “hew­ 
ing of wood and drawing of water,” as 
well as many other domestic duties, are 
performed by private soldiers who are 
paid by the Government. In like man­
